further to amend the Kerala General Sales Tax Act, 1963. 

Preamble .-- WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
General Sales Tax Act, 1963, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty -first Year of the Republic of India as follows: 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
General Sales Tax (Amendment) Act, 1980 . 

(2 ) Clause (a ) of section 3 and sections 4 , 5 , 7 , 9 , 10 and 12 shall be 
deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of April, 1980 and the remain 
ing provisions of this Act shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Kerala General Sales Tax 
Act, 1963 ( 15 of 1963) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in clause 
( vii), the words " of a business nature" shall be omitted . 
3. Amendment of section 5. - In section 5 of the principal Act, 
(a ) in sub -section (1), for the words " twenty- five thousand rupees " , 

the words " thirty -five thousand rupees s shall be substituted ; 
(b) in sub -section (3), after the proviso , the following proviso shall 

be inserted , namely : 
" Provided further that the goods sold are capable of being used as com 
ponent part of any of the goods mentioned in the First Schedule.” . 
4. Amendment of section 54. - In section 5A of the principal Act, 
(a ) in sub -section (2), for the words " twenty - five thousand rupees " , 

the words " thirty -five thousand rupees” shall be substituted ; 
(b ) in sub -section (3), for the words " twenty -five thousand rupees" 

and " thirty thousand rupees" , the words " thirty-five thousand 
rupees" and " forty thousand rupees” shall respectively be sub 

stituted . 
5. Amendment of section 7. - In section 7 of the principal Act, in sub -sectiòn 
* (1), for the words " twenty-five thousand rupees " and " thirty thousand rupees ", 
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the words " thirty -five thousand rupees” and “ forty thousand rupees" shall 
respectively be substituted . 

6. Amendment of section 10. - In section 10 of the principal Act, in sub 
section (1), after the words “make an exemption or reduction in rate” , the 
words " either prospectively or retrospectively” shall be inserted . 

7 . Amendment of section 13. - In section 13 of the principal Act, in sub 
section (1), for the words " twenty -five thousand rupees" , the words " thirty 
five thousand rupees shall be substituted . 

8. Amendment of section 14. - In section 14 of the principal Act, for subs, 
section (2 ), the following sub-section shall be substituted , namely : 

" ( 2) If the prescribed authority after making such enquiries as it may 
consider necessary is satisfied 

(a ) that the application is in order ; 
(b ) that the particulars furnished therein are correct; and 

hat the security, if any , required to be furnished under sub 

section (2A ) has been furnished , 
it shall register the applicant and issue to him a certificate in the 

prescribed form ." . 
9 . Amendment of section 17. - In section 17 of the principal Act, 

(a) in sub -section (4 ), 

(1) for the words, brackets and figures “ sub- section (3)”, the words , 
brackets, figures and letter " sub -sections (3 ) and (4A )” shall be substituted ; 

(ii) in the second proviso , after the words " penalty has been im 
posed " , the words and figures " or from whom a sum of money has been 
accepted under section 47 " shall be inserted ; 

(b ) after sub-section (4 ), the following sub-section shall be inserted , 

namely : 
" (4A ) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in sub 
section (3), in the case of a co -operative society registered or , deemed to be 
registered under the Kerala Co-operative Societies Act, 1969 (21 of 1969), 
the assessing authority shall make the final assessment for the year 1980-81 
and for every subsequent year on the basis of the return furnished by that 
society , if such return is duly supported by the audit report of such society 
issued by the Registrar of Co-operative Societies: 

Provided that the provisions of this sub-section shall not apply if the 
audit report of the co -operative society issued by the Registrar of Co- operative 
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Societies is not furnished within a period of two years from the expiry of the 
year to which it relates: 


Provided further that the provisions of this sub -section shall not apply 
in the case of a co-operative society which has been punished or on which a 
penalty has been imposed or from which a sum of money has been accepted 
under section 47 for evasion of tax for the year for which the return has 
been furnished ;" ; 

(c) in sub -section (9), after the brackets and figure " (4),” the brackets, 

figure and letter " (4A),” shall be inserted . 
- 10. Amendment of section: 18.- In section 18 of the principal Act, 

(a ) to sub -section (1A ), the following provisos shall be added ,namely : 

" Provided that in the case of a co-operative society registered or deemed 
to be registered under the Kerala Co -operative Societies Act, 1969 (21 of 
1969), the assessing authority shall determine the amount of tax payable in 
Yespect of the year 1980-81 and each subsequent year on the basis of the 
return and the late audit report of the society issued by the Registrar of 
Co -operative Societies and furnished by such society : 

Provided further that the provisions of the foregoing proviso shall not 
apply in the case of a co -operative society which has been punished or on 
wwhich a penalty has been imposed or from which a sum of money has been 
accepted under section 47 for evasion of tax for the year for which the return 
has been furnished ." ; 

(b ) after sub-section ( 2), the following sub -section shall be inserted , 

namely : 
"" (2A ) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in sub 
section (2 ), the assessing authority shall accept the return submitted by any 

Tealer whose total turnover as assessed under sub-section (2) according to 
the latest completed assessment does notexceed one lakh rupees and deter 
mine the amount of tax payable by the dealer on the basis of such return : 

Provided that the provisions of this sub-section shall not apply if the 
tax due as specified in the return is less than the tax assessed according to 
the latest completed assessment by more than 

(a ) twenty - five per cent, if the tax so assessed is not more than 
hundred rupees; 

(b ) twenty per cent, if the tax so assessed is more than two hundred , 
respees, but less than five hundred rupees ; 

ten per cent, if the tax so assessed is not less than five hundred 
rupees; 
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Provided further that the provisions of this sub -section shall not apply 
in the case of a dealer who has been punished on whom a penalty has been 
imposed or from whom a sum of money has been accepted under section 47 
for evasion of tax for the year for which the return has been submitted ." ** 


11. Amendment of section 23.-- In section 23 of the principal Act, after sub 
section (3), the following sub-sections shall be inserted , namely : 

" (4 ) Where as a result of any order in appeal or revision or any rec 
tification under section 43, any dealer or other person is not liable to pay them 
tax assessed or any other amount, the levy of penal interest for the non - pay 
ment of such tax or other amount shall be cancelled and if any amount of 
such penal interest has been collected , it shall be refunded to the dealer or 
other person, as the case may be . 

(5) Where as a result of any order in appeal or revision or any recti 
fication under section 43, any tax assessed or any other amount due from any. 
dealer or other person has been reduced , the penal interest levied for the non 
payment of such tax or other amount shall be proportionately reduced and 
if ny amount of penal interest in excess of such reduced penal interest has 
been collected , such excess shall be refunded to the dealer or other person , 
as the case may be. 

(6) The provisions of sub - sections (4 ) and (5) shall, so far as may be 
apply , in respect of penal interest levied for the non - payment of tax provision 
ally assessed which has been reduced in part or in full as a result of final 
assessment.” . 


12. Amendment of section 34. - In sub -section (1) of section 34 of the princi 
pal Act, for the words, brackets and figures " sub -section (3 ) of section 17 " 
in both the places where they occur, the words, brackets, figures and letter 
" sub -section (3 ) or sub -section (4A ) of section 17" shall be substituted . 


13. Amendment of section 45A . - In sub-section (1) of section 45A of the 
principal Act, the Explanation shall be numbered as Explanation I and after 
that Explanation , the following Explanation shall be inserted, namely : 

" Explanation II.— For the purposes of this sub -section , the expression , 
" assessing authority” includes any officer not below the rank of Sales Tax 
Officer specified by the Government in this behalf by-notification in the 
Gazette ." . 


• 14. Substitution of new section for section 46A. - For section 46A of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely : 

" 46A. Penalty for illegal collection of tax.- (1) If any person collects 
any sum by way of tax or purporting to be by way of tax in contravention of 
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sub -section (2) or sub-section (3 ) of section 22, he shall be liable to pay penalty 
not exceeding five thousand rupees and any sum collected by the person by 
way of tax or purporting to be by way of tax in contravention of sub -section 
(2 ) or sub -section (3) of section 22 shall beliable to be forfeited to the Govern 
ment by an order issued by the assessing authority after giving such person 
an opportunity to show cause why such penalty or forfeiture shall not be 
ordered : 


Provided that no penalty or forfeiture shall be ordered under this sub 
section if the assessing authority is satisfied that the sum so collected has been 
returned to the person from whom it was collected . 

(2 ) Where any sum is forfeited to the Government under sub -section 
( 1) , any person from whom the amountwas collected in contravention of the 
provisions of sub-section (2 ) or sub -section (3 ) of section 22 may apply to 
the assessing authority for reimbursement of such sum and the amount shall 
be reimbursed to such person in the prescribed manner. 

(3) No prosecution for an offence under this Act shall be instituted 
in respect of the same facts on which a penalty has been imposed or forfeiture 
has been ordered under this section ." . 


15. Substitution of new Schedule for First Schedule.-- For the First Schedule 
to the principal Act, the following Schedule shall be substituted , namely :

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Minister for l inance in his Budget Speech on the 21st March , 1980 , 
has announced the following proposals in regard to sales-tax : 

( 1) the cxcmption limit of sales-tax will be enhanced from rupees 
twenty -fivc thousand to rupees thirty- five thousand and consequently the 
facility for compounding will be made available for traders with turnover 
lctween rupees thirty-five thousand and rupees forty thousand ; 

( 2) a comprehensive legislation will be brought forward to make 
sales-tax leviable on single point basis as far as possible ; 

( 3) in respect of co -operative societies the system of assessment will be 
changed providing for a provisional assessment on the basis of their returns 
and the latest audit reports and a final assessment on the basis of the final 
audit report, if the final audit report is submitted within two years and in 
casc the final audit report is not produced within two years, the final assess 
ment will bemade by the authorities concerned to their best of judgment ; 

(4 ) while assessing sales-tax on dried ginger, the tax collected on 
ginger, if any, will be deducted and at the last purchase point in the State, the 
fax now levied at six per cent will be reduced to four per cent ; 

(5). sales-tax at four per cent now levied on tapioca products at multi 
point willbe reduced to two per cent; and 
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(6 ) the reduction of sales-tax on the raw rubber purchased by the tyre 
factories, from five per cent to three per cent, will be made available to small 
scale rubber units in Kerala in respect of the raw rubber purchased by them 
for manufacturing purposes. 

2. The Kerala General Sales Tax (Amendment) Bill , 1979, which was 
intended for rectifying anomalies in the Kerala General Sales Tax Act, 1963 
and for bringing more items of goods under single point scheme of taxation 
as recommended by the Gulati Committee , was published in the Gazette on 
1-10-1979 . But the Bill could not be introduced and passed before the 
dissolution of the Fifth Kerala Legislative Assembly. It is proposed to bring 
forward a new Bill on the lines of the Kerala General Sales Tax (Amendment) 
Bill, 1979, to give effect to the proposal mentioned as item (2 ) above . It is 
also proposed to make necessary provisions in the new Bill for giving effect 
to the proposals mentioned as items (1) and (3 ) above . 

3. The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects. 

4. The proposals mentioned as items (4 ), (5) and (6 ) above will be given 
effect to by the issue of appropriate notifications under the Kerala General 
Sales- tax Act. 

5. The Notes on clauses explain the scope of the Bill in detail. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Sub -sections (4 ), (5 ) and (6 ) of section 23 of the Act proposed to be inserted 
by clause 11 of the Bill inter alia provide for the refund of the penal interest 
collected in cases where the tax or other amount due under the Act is reduced 
or cancelled in appeal or revision or in proceedings for rectification under 
section 43 or in proceedings for final assessment. Sub -section (2) of section 
46A sought to be substituted by clause 14 of the Bill provides for the 
reimbursement of the amount forfeited to the Government under sub - section 
( 1) of that section , when the person from whom the amount was collected in 
contravention of sub -section (2) or (3 ) applies for the same. The Bill, if 
enacted and brought into operation , would therefore, involve expenditure from 
the Consolidated Fund of the State by way of refund under sub -sections (4), 
(5 ) and (6 ) of section 23 and reimbursement under sub-section (2 ) of section 
46A of the Act. The probable expenditure on account of the refund of 
penal interest or reimbursement of forfeited amount under section 46A cannot 
now be estimated .

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Sub-section (2 ) ofsection 14 proposed to be substituted by clause 8 of the 
Bill empowers the Government to prescribe the form of certificate to be 
ssued to the applicant by the prescribed authority . The Explanation 
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proposed to be inserted in sub -section (1) of section 45A by clause 13 of the 
Bill provides that for the purpose of that sub -section , the expression " assessing 
authority ” includes any officer not below the rank of Sales- tax Officer 
specified by the Government in that behalf by notification in the Gazette . 
Sub -section (2) of the new section 46A proposed to be substituted by clause 
14 of the Bill empowers the Government to prescribe the manner in which the 
sums forfeited to the Government shall be reimbursed to the person who 
applies for the refund of the amount collected from him in contravention of the 
provisions of sub -section (2) or sub -section (3 ) of section 22 . 

The matters in respect of which rules may be made or notification may be 
issued arematters of an administrative nature. Further , the rules after they 
are made are subject to scrutiny of the Legislative Assembly . The delegation 
of legislative power is, therefore, of a normal character.

2. Definitions. In these rules, unless the context otherwise requiries 

( 1) " Act” means the Kerala District Administration Act, 1979 
(7 of 1980) ; 
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(2) " Form " means a form appended to these rules; 

( 3) " Director of Elections" means the Chief Electoral Officer of the 
State as defined in the Representation of the People Act, 1951 ( Central Act 
43 of 1951) ; 

(4 ) " Population " means the population of the district as shown in 
the latest census figures published by the Director of Census Operations 
in the State . 

3. Fixing the number of members to be elected to the district council. – As soon as 
may be, after the commencement of the Act, Government shall publish a 
notification under sub -section ( 1) of section 4 of the Act in the Gazette fixing 
the number of members to be elected to the district council of each district. 


4. Reservation of seats for Scheduled Castes. — When the number of seats in a 
district council has been fixed by Government under sub-section (1) of sec 
tion 4 of the Act, Government shall also determine under sub -section (2) 
of section 5 of the Act, the number of seats to be reserved for Scheduled Castes 
from the total number of seats fixed for that district council and shall indicate 
the same in the notification published under rule 3 . 

5. Reservation of seats for Scheduled Tribes. - In every district where the 
population of the Scheduled Tribes is ten thousand or more, one of the seats 
in the district council shall also be reserved by the Government for Scheduled 
Tribes and shall indicate the same in the notification published under rule 3 . 

6. Determination of division divisions to be reserved for Scheduled Castes and Sche 
duled Tribes.- (1) After the Government have determined the number of 
seats to be reserved for Scheduled Castes in a district council under sub -sec 
tion (2 ) of section 5 of the Act, Director of Elections shall 

(a ) divide the district into as many divisions as there are seats in the 

district council and fix the boundaries of such divisions in 
such manner that the population of each division shall , as far as 
practicable , be nearly fifty thousand and that no panchayat area 
or ward of a municipality or the division of a city is split into 

two or more parts ; 
(b ) decide the division or divisions in the district which has/have 

to be reserved under rule 4 for Scheduled Castes in such a manner 
that the division divisions having the largest number of Sche 
duled Caste population among all the divisions in the district 
shall be so reserved . 


(2) If a scat has been reserved under rule 5 for Scheduled Tribe in a 
district council, the division in the district which has got the largest number 
of Scheduled Tribe population among the divisions shall be reserved for 
Scheduled Tribes by the Director of Elections. 


7. Publication of proposals constituting divisions and reserving seats for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. — The proposals in regard to the determination 
of divisions and reservation of seats for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes shall be published by Director of Elections in the Gazette with a notice 
in Form 1 inviting objections and suggestions with respect to those proposals. 

8. Final orders delimiting divisions. - All objections and suggestions received 
from the public in pursuance of the notice under rule 7 , shall be considered 
by the Director of Elections after the date specified by him in the notice and 
he shall pass final orders delimiting the divisions and also reserving the divi 
sions for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in the district council, 
which shall be published by him in the Gazette in Form 2 . 

9. Revision of division in district councils . — Before tne conduct of an ordinary 
election to a district council immediately after every fresh census, of which 
the figures have been published by the Director of Census Operations in 
the State , the Government shall revise the number of members fixed under 
rule 3 for that district council and also the number of seats to be reserved for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes under rules 4 and 5 respectively if 
it is found that such a revision is necessary on the basis of the new population 
figures and thereupon the Director of Elections shall also reconstitute the 
divisions of that district council accordingly .

4. Serving of notice of meeeting. - Notice of the date, hour and 
place of the meeting shall be given to the members of the district 
council at least seven clear days previous to the day fixed for the meet 
ing .

9. Procedure of nomination .— ( 1 ) If there are only two candidates 
whose names have been duly proposed and seconded , the candidates 
so proposed and seconded shall be declared to have been duly nomina 
ted as members of the district council. But if the nomination is 
intended to fill a casual vacancy of one nominated woman member 
and the name of only one woman candidate is proposed and seconded 
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at the meeting specifically convened for the purpose , the candidate 
so proposed and seconded shall be declared to have been duly 
nominated as a member of the district council to such casual 
vacancy . 

( 2 ) When the names of more than two candidates are proposed 
and seconded at the meeting for nomination of two women inembers 
or when the names of more than one candidate are proposed and 
seconded at the meeting intended to fill a casual vacancy of one 
nominated woman member , the votes of the members present at the 
meeting shall be taken . 

10. Manner of recording votes, counting and decluration of 
results.- ( 1) Every member present and desiring to vote shall be 
supplied with a ballot paper on which the names of all the candidates 
proposed and seconded shall be printed , typed or legibly written in 
the following form :

• ( 2 ) Every member voting shall have to vote for two candidates, 
if there are more than two candidates for the nomination of two 
women members to the district council. But if the nomination is 
intended to fill a casual vacancy of one nominated woman member , 
each member of the district council shall have to vote only for one 
candidate. 

( 3 ) The vote shall be recorded by making a mark " X " in the 
voting paper against the name or names of the candidate or candi 
dates for whom the member desires to cast his vote. 

(4 ) Any voting paper, which does not contain the marking 
" X " as specified in sub- rule ( 3 ) or which contains the signature or 
writing of any of the voting members or which contains more or 
less the number ofomarkings " X " than is required under sub -rule (2 ) , 
shall be treated as invalid and shall be rejected . On every voting 
paper so rejected the President of the meeting shall endorse the word 
* rejected stating the grounds of rejection and keep them in a 
separate packet 


(5 ) The President of the meeting shall after removing the 
rejected ballot papers, count the remaining votes and the candidate 
or the two candidates as the case may be, who get the largest number 
of valid votes shall be declared to have been duly nominated to the 
district council. If there is an equality of votes among the 
candidates the President of the meeting shall ascertain by casting 
lots in the presence of the members as to which of the candidate 
shall be eliminated . 

11. Publication of result.- ( 1 ) Immediately after declaring the 
result of the nomination at the meeting , the President of the meeting 
shall cause the result to be published in the notice board of the 
district council. He shall also forward the names of the person or 
persons nominated to the Director of Elections immediately . The 
Director of Elections shall notify in the Gazette the name or names 
of the nominated candidate or candidates . : 

12. Disposal of ballot papers .- ( 1 ) The President of the meeting 
shall seal up the ballot papers, whether counted or rejected , and note 
on each packet the number of papers it contains and the election to 
which it relates . 

(2 ) These packets shall not be opened and their contents shall 
not be inspected or produced except under orders of a competent 
court . 

(3 ) The packets shall be retained in safe custody in the office 
of the district council for a year and shall, unless otherwise directed 
by the orders of competent court, be destroyed .

RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) These rules may be called the 
Kerala District Councils (Disqualification of Members and Election Petitions) 
Rules, 1980 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions. - Int hese rules, unless the context otherwise requires - 
(a ) " Act" means the Kerala District Administration Act, 1979 

(7 of 1980); 
33/2451 /MC. 
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(b ) " cost" means all costs, charges and expenses incidental to a trial 

of an election petition ; 
" Pleader” means any person entitled to appear and plead for 
another in a civil court and includes an Advocate , a Vakil and 

an Attorney of a High Court, 
3. No election to be questioned except by an election petition . - Save asotherwise 
provided, no election held under the Act shall be called in question except 
by an election petition presented in accordance with the provisions of these rules 
before a District Judge having jurisdiction over the area in which the office 
of the District council is situated, for decision . 

4. Presentation of election petition.- (1) An election petition for deter 
mining the validity of any election of a member to the district council may be 
presented on one or more of the grounds specified in section 12 or section 13 
or section 14 or section 19 of the Act. 

(2) The petition shall be presented within thirty days of the date of 
declaration of the result of the election . 


Explanation. If the court of the District Judge is closed on the day on 
which the period of 30 days referred to in the sub-rule expires, the petition 
may be presented to the District Judge on the next day on which such court 
reopens. 

(3 ) An election petition shall be deemed to have been presented to 
the District Judge 

(a ) When it is delivered to the District Judge or to such officer as 

may be appointed by him in this behalf , 
(i) by a person specified in sub- section (1) of section 21 of the 

Act making the petition , or 
(ii) by a person authorised in writing in this behalf by the 

person making the petition ; or 
(b ) When it is sent by registered post and is delivered to the District 

Judge or the officer so appointed . 
( 4) A petitioner shall join as respondent to this petition all the 
candidates who are duly nominated as a candidate for election other than 
himself, if he was so nominated . 

5. Petition to contain details of disqualification . Every petition shall 
contain details of disqualification /s alleged and shall be signed by the 
petitioner and verified in the manner laid down in the Code of Civil Procedure, 
1908 (Central Act 5 of 1908) for the verification of pleadings. 

6. Interest in subsisting contract or work.- No person shall be deemed to 
have any interest in a contract made with , or a work being done for, the district 
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council under clause (e) of sub -section (2) of section 14 and clause (f) of section 
19 of the Act, by reason only of his having a share or interest in 

(i) any lease, sale or purchase of immovable property or any agree 
ment for the same; or 

(ii ) the sale to the district council of any articles in which he regularly 
trades or the purchases from the district council of any article to the value in 
either case not exceeding fifteen hundred rupees in the aggregate in any year 
during the period of the contractor work ; or 

(iii) any contributory work taken up by such person not as a contractor 
but as representative of the community or sponsor, on behalf of and for any 
benefit of any village or community in such district council. 

7. Deposit of security.- ( 1) At the time of presentation of the election 
petition the petitioner shall deposit with it a sum of rupees one hundred and 
fifty in cash as security towards the cost of the same. 

Explanation .--Where the election of more than one candidate is called 
in question , separate deposit at the above rate shall be made in respect ofeach 
of such candidates . 

( 2) If the provisions ofsub -rule (1) are not complied with , the District 
Judge shall dismiss the petition . 

( 3) On compliance with the provisions of sub -rule (1) the District 
Judge shall proceed and inquire into the petition . 

8. Copy of petition to be served on concerned person and published .--- Thc District 
Judge shall, as soon as may be, cause a copy of the petition together with the 
details referred to in sub -rule (1) of rule 4 and rule 5 to be served on the 
respondent or respondents and on the President of the district council and the 
Government. Copies shall also be affixed to the notice board of the court 
over which the District Judge presides in his capacity as a Judge and of the 
office of the district council, at any time within fourteen days. After such 
publication in the office of the district council, any other candidate shall be 
entitled to be joined as a respondent on furnishing such security as may be 
demanded by the District Judge . 

9. Trial of more petitions than one in respect of an election. - Where more 
.petitions than one are presented in respect of the election , the District Judge 
may in his discretion , try them separately or in one ormore groups. 

10. Application of provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure and the Evidence 
Act.- ( 1) Subject to the provisions of the Act and the rules made thereunder 
in this behalf every election petition shall be inquired into by the District 
Judge, as nearly as may be, in accordance with the procedure contemplated 
under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 ( Central Act 5 of 1908 ) in relation 
to the trial of suits: 
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Provided that the District Judge shall have the discretion to refuse, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, to examine any witness or witnesses, if he 
is of the opinion that their evidence is not material for the decision of the 
petition or that the party tendering such witness or witnesses is doing so on 
frivolous grounds or with a view to delay the proceedings. 

(2 ) The provisions of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 (Central Act 1 
of 1872 ) shall, subject to the provision of the Act and and these rules,be deemed 
to apply in all respects, to a proceedings under these rules. 

11. Appearance of party to be in person or through pleader.- Any appearance, 
application or act before the District Judge may be made or done by the party 
in person or by a pleader duly appointed to act on his behalf: 

Provided that it shall be open to the District Judge to direct any party to 
appear in person wherever the District Judge considers it necessary . 

12. Powers of District Judge.- (1) The District Judge shall have the 
powers which are vested in a court under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 
( Central " Act 5 of 1908 ) when trying a suit in respect of the following matters: 

( a ) discovery and inspection ; 
(b ) enforcing attendance of witnesses and requiring the deposit oftheir 

cxpenses ; 
(c) compelling the production of documents ; 
(d ) examining witness on oath ; 
( e ) granting adjournments ; 

reception of evidence taken on affidavit and issuing commission 

for the examination of witnesses. 
(2) The District Judgemay suo motu summon and examinc any person 
whose evidence appears to him be material. 

( 3) The District Judge trying an election petition under these rules 
shall be deemed to be a Civil Court within the meaning of sections 345 and 
346 of Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (Central Act 2 of 1974 ). 

(4) If during the course of the trial the District Judge 
reason , unable to perform his functions, or has to relinquish his office, the trial 
shall be continued by the District Judge who succeedshim as if he had been 
the District Judge from the commencement of the trial: 

Provided that if the District Judge thinks fit may recall and re-examine 
any of the witnesses already examined . 

13. Expenses of witness . The reasonable expenses incurred by any 
person in attending to give evidence, may be allowed by the District Judge 
to such person and shall unless otherwise directed be deemed to be part of the

costs. 
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14. Decision by District Judge.- (1). At the conclusion of the trial of 
an election petition, the District Judge shall make an order as to whether or 
not the member /members is /are qualified or has/have become disqualified 
to be a member /members of the district council and his decision shall be final. 

(2 ) A copy of the order under sub-rule (1) shall be communicated 
to the President of the district council and to the Government. 

(3 ) When the District Judge has passed an order to the effect that a 
member/members was/were or has/have become disqualified for being a 
member /members of the district council the seat/scats in respect of thatmember/ 
members shall be deemed to be vacant from the date of the order of the District 
Judge and the authority concerned shall forthwith take the necessary steps 
for holding fresh elections to fill up the vacancy. 

15. Withdrawal and abatement of election petitions.- ( 1) An election 
petition may be withdrawn only by leave of the District Judge if an application 
for its withdrawal is made. 

(2) Where an application for withdrawal is made under sub -rule (1) 
notice thereof fixing a date for hearing shall be given to all other parties to the 
petition and shall be published in the office of the District Judge and the office 
of the district council concerned . 

(3) If there are more petitions than one, no application to withdraw 
an election petition shall be made except with the consent of all petitioners. 

(4 ) No application for withdrawal shall be granted , if in the opinion 
of the District Judge, that application has been induced by any bargain or 
consideration which ought not to be allowed . 

(5 ) If the application under sub-rule (1 ) is granted : 
(a ) the petitioner shall be ordered to pay the cost of the respondents 

therefor incurred or such portion thereof as the Judge may 

think fit ; 
(b ) notice of withdrawal shall bepublished in the office of the District 

Judge and the office of the district council concerned . 
(6 ) Any order made by the District Judge regarding the costs of 
the enquiry shall be executed in the samemanner and by the same procedure 
as if it were a decree for the payment of money made by the District Judge in 
his capacity as the Judge of the court. 

(7 ) An election petition shall abate on the death of the sole petitioner 
or of the survivor of several petitioners, and such abatement shall be communi 
cated to the President of the district council and to the Government by the 
District Judge. 

(8 ) Where an election petition abates under sub -rule (7), notice of the 
abatement shall be published in the office of the District Judge and in the 
office of the district council. 
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(9 ) After a notice of the abatement of an election petition is published 
under sub -rule (8 ), any person who might himself have been a petitioner 
may, within fourteen days of such publication apply to be substituted as a 
petitioner and upon compliance with the conditions as to security shall be 
entitled to be so substituted and to continue the proceedings upon such 
terms as the District Judge may think fit. 

(10) If before the conclusion of the trial of an election petition the sole 
respondent dies or gives notice that he does not intend to oppose the petition 
or any of the respondents dies or gives such notice and there is no other 
respondent who is opposing the petition , the District Judge shall cause 
notice of the event to be published in his office and the office of the district 
council and thercupon any person who might have been a petitioner may, 
within fourteen days of such publication apply to be substituted in place of 
such respondent to oppose this petition and shall be entitled to continue the 
proceedings upon such terms the District Judge may think fit . 

16. Further security as to costs.- (1) During the course of the trial of 
an election petition , the District Judge may, at any time call upon the peti 
tioners to give such further security for costs as he may direct, and may, if 
the petitioner fails to do so , dismiss the petition . 

(2 ) Costs including Pleaders fee shall be in the discretion of the 
District Judge. 

(3) . The District Judge may allow interest on costs at a rate not 
exceeding three per cent per annum and such interest shall be added to the 


costs . 


(4 ) If in any order as to costs under the provisions of these rules, 
there is a direction for payment of costs by any party to any person , such 
costs shall if they have notbeen already paid be paid in full , or so far as possible 
out of the security deposit and the further security deposit , if any, made by 
such party under these rules , on an application made in writing in that 
behalf within a period of six months from the declaration of such order to 
the District Judge by the person in whose favour the costs have been awarded . 

(5) If there is any balance left of any of the said security deposits , 
after payment of cost, such balance, or where no costs have been awarded or 
no application as aforesaid has been made within the period of six months, the 
whole of the said security deposits, may , on an application made in that 
behalf in writing to the District Judge by the person by whom the deposits 
have been made or if such person dies after making such deposits, by the legal 
representatives of such person , be returned to the said person or to his legal 
representative /s as the case may be. 

(6) Any order as to costs under the provisions of these rules, may be

RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1) These rules may be called the Kerala 
District Courcils (Preparation and Revision of Electoral Rolls and Publication 
of List of Polling Stations) Rules, 1980. 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 


2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires 

(a) " Act" means the Kerala District Administration Act, 1979 (7 of 1980) ; 

(b ) " Director of Elections" means the Chief Electoral Officer of the 
State as defined in the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (Central Act 
43 of 1951) ; 
33/2448 /MC. 
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(c) " Form " means a form appended to these rules ; 

(d ) " Registration Officer" means the Registration Officer as may be 
authorised by the Director of Elections for the purpose of these rules. 

3. Form and content of the electoral rolls.- (1 ) The electoral roll for each 
division or portions of divisions of the district shall be prepared in Form 1 in 
Malayalam and in such other language as the Director of Electionsmay direct. 

(2) (a) The names of electors in each part of the electoral roll shall be 
arranged according to house number unless the Director of Elections, subject 
to the general or special instructions issued by the Government determinės 
in respect of any part that the alphabeticl order is more convenient or that the 
names shall be arranged partly according to house number and partly in 
alphabetical order . 

(b ). The names of electors in each part of the electoral roll shall be 
numbered , as far as practicable, consecutively with a separate series of 
numbers beginning with the number one. 

4. Preparation and publication of electoral roll.- (1 ) The Registration Officer 
shall prepare the electoral roll for each division of a district council from the 
relevant portion ofthe electoral roll in respect of the election to the localGovern 
ment/local Governments pertaining to the area of the concerned division , 
and publish the same as the draft electoral roll of that division in Form - 1. 

(2 ) The electoral roll prepared under sub -rule (1) shall be published 
by the Registration Officer bymaking a copy thereof available for inspection and 
displaying a notice in Form 2– 

(a ) at his office ; 

(b ) in the office offices of the localGovernment/Governments pertaining 
to the areas of the division concerned ; and 

(c) in the respective Village Office /Offices pertaining to the areas of 
the division concerned . 

( 3) Every claim for the inclusion of a name in the eletoral roll of a 
division made by a person who is a voter at the election to a local government 
pertaining to.the area of that division and every objection to an entry therein 
shall be lodged within a period of fifteen days from the date of publication of 
the draft electoral roll under sub -rule (2 ) . 

(4 ) Every claim shall be 

( a ) in Form 3 ; 

(b ) signed by the person desiring his name to be included in the electoral 
roll ; and 

(c) countersigned by another person whose name is already included 
in that clectrol roll. 
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(5) Every objection to the inclusion of a name in the electoral roll shall 
be 

(a ) in Form 4 ; 

(b ) preferred only by a person whose name is already included in that 
electoral roll ; and 

(c) countersigned by another person whose name is already included 
in that electoral roll. 

(6 ) Every objection to the particulars in an entry in the roll shall be 

(a ) in Form 5 ; and 

(b ) preferred only by the person to whom that entry relates. 
(7) Every claim or objection shall 

(a ) either be presented to the Registration Officer or to such other 
officer as may be designated by him in this behalf; or 

(b ) be sent by post to the Registration officer concerned . 
(8) Every Officer designated under clause (a) of sub -rule (7) shall 

(a ) maintain in duplicate a list of claims in Form 6 , a list of objections 
to the inclusion of names in Form 7 and a list of objections to particulars in 
Form 8 ; 

(b ) keep exhibited one copy of each such list on the notice board in 
his office ; and 

(c) after complying with the requirements ofclauses (a) and (b ) for 
ward the claim or objection with remarks, if any, as he considers proper to the 
Registration Officer. 

(9) The Registration Officer also shall 

(a ) maintain in duplicate the three lists in Form 6 , 7 and 8 entering 
thereon the particulars of every claim or objection as and when it is received 
by him whetherdirectly under sub-rule (7) or on being forwarded under sub 
rule (8 ) ; and 

(b ) keep exhibited one copy of each such list on the notice board in 
his office. 

(10) Any claim or objection which is not lodged within the period , or 
in the form and manner herein specified, shallbe rejected by the Registration 
Officer . 

(11) If the Registration Officer is satisfied as to the validity of any claim 
or objection , he may allow it,without further inquiry after the expiry of one 
week from the date on which it is entered in the list exhibited by him under 
clause (b ) of sub -rule (9) : 

Provided that where before any claim or objection has been allowed a 
demand for inquiry has been made in writing to the Registration Officer by any 
person , such claim or objection shall not be allowed without further inquiry. 
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(12 ) Where a claim or objection is not disposed of under sub -rulc (10) 
or sub-rule (11), the Registration Officer shall 

(a ) specify in the list exhibited by him under clause (b ) of sub-rule (9) 
the date , time and place of hearing of the claim or objection ; and 

(b ) give notice of the hearing 

(i) in the case of a claim , to the claimant in Form 9 ; 
( ii) in the case ofan objection to the inclusion of a name, to the objector, 

in Form 10 and to the person the inclusion of whose name is 

objected to , in Form 11; and 
(iii ) in the case of an objection to the particulars of an entry , to the 

objector in Form 12 . 
(13) A notice under clause (b ) of sub -rule (12) may be given either 
personally or by registered post or by affixing it to the person s residence or 
last known residence within the particular division . 

( 14 ) The Registration Officer shall hold a summary inquiry into every 
claim or objection in respect of which notice has been given under sub -rule (13 ) 
and shall record his decision thereon . 

( 15) At the hearing, the claimant, or as the case may be, the objector 
and the person ohjected to and any other person who, in the opinion of the 
Registration Officer, is likely to be of assistance to him , shall be entitled to 
appear and be heard . 

(16) The Registration Officer may in his discretion 

(a) rcquire any claimant, objector or person objected to, to appear in 
person before him ; 

(b ) require that the evidence tendered by any person shall be given 
on oath and administer an oath for the purpose. 

(17) If it appears to the Registration Officer that owing to inadvertence 
or error, during preparation of the draft electoral roll, the name of any of the 
electors has been left outof the electoral roll and that remedial action should 
be taken under this sub -rule, the Registration Officer shall 

(a ) prepare a list of names and other details of such electors ; 

(b ) exhibit on the notice board of his office a copy of the list together 
with a notice as to the time and place at which the inclusion of those names in 
the electoral roll will be considered and also publish the list and the notice in 
such manner as he may think fit ; and 

(c) after considering any verbal or written objection that may be 
preferred , decide whether all or any of the names should be included in the 
electoral roll. 
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(18) The Registration Officer shall thereafter 

(a ) prepare a list of amendments to carry out his deelsions ander sab 
rules (11 ), ( 14 ) and (17) and correet any elerical or printing errors or other 
inaccuracies subsequently discovered in the electoral roll; and 

(b ) publish the electoral roll, together with the list of amendments by 
making a complete copy available for inspection and displaying a notice in 
Form 13 at the offices specified in sub -rule (2 ) of rule 4 . 

(19 ) On such publication , the electoral roll together with the list of 
amendments shall be the electoral roll of the concerned division of the 
district in force. 

5. Correction of entries and inclusion of names in electoral rolls.- ( 1) Every 
application for correction of entries and inclusion of a name in the electoral 
roll under rule 4 shall be made in duplicate and shall be accompanied by a fee 
of 50 ( fifty ) paise which shall be paid by means of non -judicial stamps. 

6. Appeals against the decisions of Registration Officer on claims and objections. 
(1) An appeal shall lie from any decision of the Registration Officer in res 
pect of any claim or objection made under sub-rules (3), (4 ) and (5 ) of rule 4 
to such officer ofGovernment as the Director of Elections may designate in 
this behalf (hereinafter referred to as the appellate officer). 

(2 ) Every appeal under sub-rule (1) shall be 

(a ) in the form of a memorandum signed by the appellant; 

(b ) accompanied by a copy of the order appealed against and a fee 
of Rs. 3 (Rupees three only) to be paid by means of non -judicial stamps ; and 

(c) presented to the appellate officer within a period of fifteen days 
from the date of the order appealed against or sent to that officer by registered 
post so as to reach him within that period . 

(3) Every appeal under sub -rule (1) shall be decided upon by the 
appellate officer, after giving the appellant an opportunity to be heard within 
fifteen days of the presentation of appeal and his decision thereon shall be final. 
A copy of the decision of the appellate officer shall be communicated to the 
Registration Officer and the appellant within five days from the date 
of such decision and the Registration Officer shall cause such amendments to 
be made in the electoral roll as may be necessary to give effect to the decisions 
of the appellate officer . 

7. Publication of alteration of electoral rolls consequent to revision of elector rolls 
of local government. - If after the publication of the electoral rolls for the division 
under rule 4 , the electoral rolls for the local gofernment or local governments 
which relate to that division or any portion thereof be revised or amended in 
pursuance of any provision relating to the preparation or revision of the elec 
toral roll of such local governments, the alterations so made in the said rolls in 
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so far as they relate to the electoral roll of that division or portion of that divi 
sion , shall be published by the Registration Officer as addition, correction or 
deletion , as the case may be, as shown in Form 1: 

Provided that no such alteration of the electoral roll of that division or 
portion of that division shall be made after the last date fixed for making 
nomination for an election in that division and before the completion of 
the elections. 


8. Revision of electoral rolls. - The Director of Elections shall cause the 
revision of the electoral rolls for the divisions or portions of divisions of 
the districts in accordance with the procedure prescribed for the preparation 
of electoral rolls 

(a) before every ordinary election to the district council ; or 

(b ) before each bye- election to fill a casual vacancy in the district 
council. 


9. Sale of copies of electoral rolls. - Copiesofthe electoral rolls together with the 
list of amendments made shall be kept for sale in the office of the Registration 
Officer, and in the office of the Returning Officer authorised to conduct the 
elections : 


Provided that a copy each of the electoral rolls of the division together 
with the list of amendments shall be supplied free of cost to each of the contest 
ing candidates on production of a letter of the Returning Officer concerned in 
that regard . 

10. Publication of list of polling stations. — As soon as may be, after the 
publication of the electoral rolls , the Collector of the district shall with the 
previous approval of the Director of Elections, provide sufficient number of 
polling stations and shall prepare a list thereof, in Form 14 , showing 
the polling station or stations so provided for each division and publish the 
same on the notice board of--- 

(a ) his office ; 

(b ) the offices of the local government/governments pertaining to the 
areas of the division ; and 

(c) the Village Office/Offices pertaining to the areas of the division .

Sub -section (2 ) of section 10 of the Kerala District Administration Act, 
1979 (7 of 1980) enjoins that the authority prescribed shall periodically 
publish , at such intervals as may be prescribed by theGovernment the electoral 
rolls for the divisions or portions of divisions of the district Under section 15 
of the Act the Director of Elections has to regulate the procedure for the con 
duct of elections subject to the rules made in this behalf by the Government. 
The rules published under this notification are intended to lay down the pro 
cedure for publication of electoral rells of the divisions or portions of the 
divisions of the district councils and also of the list of polling stations in each 
division .

S. R. O. No. 613 /80. - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(1 ) of section 4 , sections 15 and 75 of the Kerala District Administration Act 
1979 (7 of 1980), the Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules, 
namely : 

RULES 
1 . Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala District Councils ( Election of Members) Rules, 1980 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " Act" means the Kerala District Administration Act, 1979 (7 of 1980). 

(b ) " Assistant Returning Officer" includes an Assistant Election Officer 
appointed by the Director of Elections. 

(c) " Form ” means a form appended to these rules. 

(d ) “ Public holiday ” includes Sundays and any other day declared 
by the Government to be a public holiday.

(e ) " Returning Officer " includes an Election Officer appointed by 
the Director of Elections. 


3 . Election of Members. The members of a district council shall be 
elected under sub - section ( 1) of section 4 of the Act in the manner laid down 
in these rules. 

4 . Time limit for reporting of casual vacancies. - Every casual vacancy in the 
office of a member of a district council shall be reported by the Secretary 
of the district council to the Director of Elections within one week of the 
occurrence of the vacancy . 

5. Returning Officer :- For the purpose of the election of members to a 
district council, the Director of Elections shall, subject to such directions as 
may be issued by the Government from time to time, designate or nominate 
a Returning Oficer for every division in a district council, who shall be an 
officer of the Government. 

6. Assistant Returning Officers.-- The Director of Elections may appoint. 
one or more persons to assist any Returning Officer in the performance of his 
functions as Returning Officer , provided that every such person shall be a 
Government servant. 

7. General duty of the Returning Officer . - It shall be the general duty of the 
Returning Officer at any election to do all such acts and things as may be 
necessary for effectually conducting the election in the manner prescribed in 
these rules or orders made thereunder. 


8. Functions of Assistant Returning officers .-- Every Assistant Returning 
Officer shall, subject to the controlof the Returning Officer, be competent to 
perform all or any of the functions of the Returning Officer : 

Provided that no Assistant Returning Officer shall perform any of the 
functions of the Returning Officer which relate to the scrutiny of nominations, 
counting of postal ballot and announcement of result of election unless the 
Returning Officer is unavoidably prevented from performing the said functions. 

9. Returning Officer to include Assistant Returning Officers performing the functions 
of Returning officer . - Reference in these rules to the Returning Ollicer, shall 
unless the context otherwise requires, be deemed to include an Assistant 
Returning Officer performing any function which he is authorised to perform 
under rule 8 . 

10. Public notice of election .- (1 ) Not less than 40 days before the date 
fixed for the holding of an election the Returning Officer shall, subject to the 
directions of the Director of Elections, prepare and publish a notice in Form 1 
in the language or languages of the locality stating.- 

(a) the division for which the election is to be held ; 
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(b ) whether the division is reserved for Scheduled Castes or Scheduled 
Tribes ; 

( c) the last date for making nominations, which shall be the seventh 
day after the date of publication of the notice in Form 1 or , if that day is a 
public holiday, the next succeeding day which is not a public holiday ; 

(d ) the date for the scrutiny of nominations, which shall be the day 
immediately following the last date for making nominations, or , if that day is 
a public holiday , the next succeeding day which is not a public holiday ; 

(e ) the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures, which shall be the 
second day after the date for scrutiny of nominations or, if that day is a 
public holiday, the next succeeding day which is not a public holiday; 

(1) the date on which a poll, shall, if necessary be taken , which shall be 
a date not earlier than the thirtieth day after the last date for the withdrawal 
of candidature; and the hours during which the poll will be open , being 
between 7 a.m. and 5 p.m. without break . 

(g ) the day on which and the place and hour at which , the Returning 
Officer will commence the counting of votes. 

( 2) The notice shall be published in the Gazette and shall also be affixed 
in the office of the Returning Officer and in the offices of the local governments 
pertaining to the areas of the division concerned . 


11. Publication of list of symbols. -The Director of Electionsshall, as soon as 
may be, after the commencement of these rulesby notification in the Gazette 
publish a list of symbols and may in like manner add to or vary such list. 


12. Nomination of candidates.- (1) The nomination of every candidate shall 
be made by means of a nomination paper in Form 2 , which shall, on applica 
tion , be supplied free of cost by the Returning Officer to any elector whose 
name is on the electoral roll of any division in the district concerned. Every 
nomination paper shall be signed by one elector of the division concerned as 
proposer and the candidate shall sign a declaration on it expressing his willing 
ness to stand for election . It shall also specify in the order of preference three 
symbols out of the list of symbols for the time being in force. 

(2) Every nomination paper shall be presented by the candidate in 
person or by his proposer to the Returning Officer or to such other person as 
may be authorised in this behalf, between 11 o clock in the forenoon and 
3 o clock in the afternoon at the place specified in this behalf in the notice 
issued under rule 10 duly filled up and signed by the candidate and by an 
elector of the division as proposer : 

Provided that no person shall be allowed to propose more than one 
candidate : 
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Provided further that no nomination paper shall be presented to the 
Returning Officer on a day which is a public holiday. 

(3 ) The candidate while filing the nomination paperhas also to subscribe 
an oath or affirmation before the Returning Officer in the form set out for 
the purpose in the second schedule to the Act. 

(4 ) In a division which is reserved for Scheduled Castes or for Scheduled 
Tribes, a candidate shall not be qualified to be chosen to fill that seat unless 
his nomination paper contains a declaration by him specifying the particular 
caste or tribe , community and religion of which he is a member . 

(5 ) On receipt of the nomination paper the Returning Officer, or the 
person authorised in this behalf, shall forthwith number the nomination papers 
serially in the order in which they are presented and enter on each nomination 
paper the time at which it is presented . 

(6 ) The rejection of a nomination paper of any candidate on the ground 
of any irregularity in respect thereof shall not affect the validity of the nomina 
tion of the candidate, if the candidate has been duly nominated by means of 
another nomination paper in respect of which no irregularity has been 
committed . 

(7) No nomination paper shall be received after the appointed time 
on the date or dates fixed for the presentation of nomination papers under 
sub - rule ( 2 ) 

13. Verification of nomination paper. - On the presentation of a nomination 
paper, the Returning Officer or other authorised person , referred to in sub 
rule (2 ) ofrule 12, may require the person or persons presenting the same to 
produce a copy of the electoral roll on which the names of the candidate and 
his proposer are registered or of the necessary entries therein and shall satisfy 
himself that the names and the electoralroll numbers of the candidate and his 
proposer as entered in the nomination paper are the same as entered in the 
electoral rolls : 

Provided that the Returning Officre shall permit any clerical or printing 
error in the nomination paper in regard to the said names or numbers to be 
corrected in order to bring them in conformity with the corresponding entries 
in the electoral rolls, and where necessary , direct that any clerical or printing 
error in the said entries shall be overlooked . 


14. Deposits.-- (1) A candidate shall not be deemed to be duly nominated 
for election from a division , unless he deposits or causes to be deposited, sum 
of two hundred rupees or where the candidate is a member of the Scheduled 
Caste or Scheduled Tribe a sum of fifty rupees. 

( 2) Any sum required to be so deposited under sub -rule (1) shall not be 
deemed to have been deposited under that sub -rule unless at the time of presenta 
tion of nomination paper the candidate has, either deposited or caused to be 
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deposited that sum with the Returning Officer in cash or cnclosed with the 
nomination paper a receipt showing that the said sum has been deposited by 
him or on his behalf in a Government Treasury . 

( 3) If a candidate by whom or on whose bchall the deposit referred to 
in sub -rule (1 ) has been made, withdraws his candidature in the inanner and 
within the time specified in sub-rulc (1) of rule 17 or if the nomination of any 
such candidate is rejected , the deposit shallbereturned to theperson by whom 
it was made and if any candidate dies before the coinmencement of the poll, 
any deposit , if made by him , shall be returned to legal representative/s or, if 
not made by the candidate, shall be returned to the person by whom it was 
made . 

(4 ) If a candidate by whom or on whose behalf the deposit referred to 
in sub-rule (1) has been made, is not clected and the numbers of votes polled 
by him does not exceed one-eighth of the total number of votes polled , the 
deposit shall be forfeited to the Government. 

(5 ) For the purpose of sub -rule (4), the number of votes polled shall be 
deemed to be the number of votes recorded on ballot papers, other than 
rejected votes, counted . 

(6 ) The deposit made in respet of a candidate,who is not clected shall, 
if it is not forfeited under sub -rule (4 ), be returned to the candidate or to the 
person who has made the deposit on his behalf, as the case may be, as soon as 
may be , after the publication of the result of the clection and thic deposit made 
in respect of a candidate who is elected shall be so returned , as soon as may 
be, after the candidate has taken his seat in the district council. 

(7) A deposit required to be returned to any person under sub-rule (3 ) 
or sub-rule (6 ) shall, if such person is dead , be returned to his legalreprescn 
tatives. 

(8 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule, a deposit made 
under sub - rule (1 ) shall not be returned unless a claim therefore is preferred 
by the person , who made the deposit or by his legal representatives, as the 
case may bc, within six months of the date of declaration by the Returning 
Officer of the result of the election . 

15. Publication of the list of nominations. On the last day appointed for 
the receipt of nomination papers and immediately after the hour for their 
receipt is over, the Returning Officer or other authorised person, referred to 
in sub -rule (2 ) of rule 12 , shall publish in his oflice a list in Form 3 of all 
nominations received with a notice that the nomination papers will be taken 
up by the Returning Onicer for scrutiny on the date at the place and atthe 
hour specified in the notice under rule 10 . 

16. Scrutiny of nominations.- ( 1) On the date fixed for the scrutiny of 
nominations under rule 10, the candidates, their election agents, their proposers 
and one other person duly authorised in writing by each candidate, and 


except for the purpose of assisting the Returning Officer, no other person may 
attend at such time and place, as the Returning Officer may appoint and the 
Returning Officer shall give them all reasonable facilities for examining the 
nomination papers of all candidates which have been presented within the 
time and in the manner laid down in rule 12 . 

(2) The Returning Officer shall then examine the nomination papers 
and shall decide all objections which may be made to any nomination , and 
may, either on such objection or on his own motion , after such summary 
inquiry, if any, as he thinks necessary reject any nomination on any of the 
following grounds, namely : 
(a ) that on the date fixed for the scrutiny of nominations the candi 

date either is not qualified or is disqualified for being chosen to 

fill the seat under any of the provisions of the Act ; 
(b ) that there has been a failure to comply with any of the provisions 

of rule 12 or 14 ; or 
that the signature of the candidate or the proposer on the 

nomination paper is not genuine . 
( 3) Nothing contained in clause (b ) or clause (c ) of sub -rule (2 ) shall be 
deemed to authorise the rejection of the nomination of any candidate on the 
ground of any irregularity in respect of a nomination paper, if the candidate 
has been duly nominated by means of another nomination paper in respect 
of which no irregularity has been committed . 

(4 ) The Returning Officer shall not reject any nomination paper on the 
ground of any dcfect which is not of a substantial character. 

(5 ) The Returning Officer shall hold the scrutiny on the date appointed 
in this behalf under rule 10 and shall not allow any adjournment of the pro 
ceedings except when such proceedings are interrupted or obstructed by riot 
or open violence or by causes beyond his control: 

Provided that in case an objection is raised by the Returning Officer or 
is made by any other person , the candidate concerned may be allowed time to 
rebut it not later than the next day but one following the date fixed for scrutiny , 
and the Returning Officer shall record his decision on the date to which the 
proceedings have been adjourned . 

(6 ) The Returning Oſlicer shall endorse on each nomination paper his 
decision accepting or rejecting the same and , if the nomination paper is 
rejected shall record in writing a brief statement ofhis reasons for such rejection . 

(7) For the purpose of this rule a certified copy of an entry in the electoral 
roll, for the time being in force of a division , shall be conclusive evidence of 
the fact that the person referred to in that entry is an elector of that division . 
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(8 ) . Immediately after all the nomination papers have been scrutinised 
and decisions accepting or rejecting the same have been recorded , the Return 
ing Officer shall prepare a list of validly nominated candidates, that is to say , 
candidates whose nominations have been found valid , and allix it to the 
notice board of luis ollice . 

17. Withdrawal of candidature.- (1) Any candidate may withdraw his 
candidature by a notice in writing , which shall be subscribed by him and 
delivered before 3 o clock in the after noon on the day fixed under rulc 10 , 
to the Returning Officer either by such candidate in person or by his proposer 
or clection agent who has been authorised in this behalf in writing by such 
candidate : 

Provided that if thatday has been declared as a public holiday in Govern 
ment offices, the notice of withdrawal shall be considered as having been 
delivered in due time if it is delivered before 3 o clock in the afternoon on the 
next succeeding day which is not a public holiday . 

(2 ) No person , who has given a notice of withdrawal, shall be allowed 
to cancel the notice . 

(3 ) The Returning Ollicer shall, on receiving a notice of withdrawal 
under sub-rule (1), as soon as may be, cause a notice of the withdrawal to be 
affixed in some conspicuous place in his office . 


18. Assignment of symbols.-- (1) The Returning Officer shall then assign 
symbols from the list of symbols then in force to the contesting candidates 

(2) In assigning symbols , the Returning Officer shall be guided by the 
following principles : 
( a ) If the Director of Elections has assigned symbols to political 

parties , he shall assign those symbols to candidates who belong 

to those political parties. 
(1 ) After assigning symbols to party candidates, the Returning Oflicer 

shall assign the symbols of the first choice to such candidates 
whose first choice does not clash with the first choice of any 

other candidate. 
(c ) After assignment of symbols as provided in clauses (a ) and (b ), 

if more candidates than one indicate their preferences for the 
same symbol, the Returning Officer shall , after notice to the 
candidates concerned , decide by lot to which of the candidates 
the symbol will be assigned . The decision of the Returning 
Officer shall be final. 
If none of the three symbols, chosen by a candidate while filing 
the nomination , can be assigned to him under these principles, 
the Returning Officer may assign to that candidate any symbol 
from among available symbols in the list. 
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( 3 ) In order that there may be no doubt at the tiine of allotment of 
symbols as to which of the candidates at an election is an official candidate 
of a recognised political party, the President, or Secretary of the State or 
District unit of such political party shall intimate the concerned Returning 
Officer the name or names of the person or persons who have been chosen as 
their Official candidate or candidates at the election before the last date of 
withdrawal of candidaturc. If this communication does not reach the 
Returning Officer before that date, every candidate claiming to have been 
set up by a recognised political party shall be treated as an independent 
candidate and shall be allotted a free symbol. 

(4) In every case where a symbol has been assigned to a candidate 
such candidate shall forthwith be informed of the symbol so assigned and be 
supplied with a specimen thereof by the Returning Officer. 


19. Publication of the list of contesting candidates.- (1) Immediately after 
the expiry of the period within which candidature may be withdrawn , the 
Returning Officer shall prepare in Form 4 a list of contesting.candidates, that 
is to say, candidates who were included in the list of validly nominated 
candidates and who have not withdrawn their candidature within the said 
period and publish it on the notice board of his office. 

( 2) The said list shall contain the names of the candidates in alphabetical 
order and shall describe them as in their nomination papers. The list shall 
show against the names of the candidates, the symbols assigned to them . 


20 . Procedure in contested and uncontested elections. — The following procedure 
shall be followed in respect of candidates who have been duly nominated and 
have not withdrawn their candidature in the manner and within the time 
specified in sub -rule of rule 17 : 
(a ) if there is only one candidate, the Returning Officer shall 

declare him to be duly elected ; 
(b ) if there is no candidate, election proceedings shall be started 

afresh for filling up the vacancy in all respects as if for a new 

clection ; and 
(c ) if the number of candidates exceeds one, a poll shall be taken . 
21. Election Agent.-- A candidate at an election may appoint any one 
person , other than himself ,to be his election agent and when any such appoint 
ment is made, notice of such appointment shall be given in Form 5 to the 
Returning Officer . 

22. Revocation of appointment or death of election agent- (1) Any revocation of 
the appointment of an election agent, shallbe signed by the candidate and shall 
operate from the date on which it is lodged with the Returning Officer. 
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(2) In the event, of such a revocation or of death or an election agent, 
whether that occurs before or during the election , the candidate may appoint 
in the manner laid down in rule 21 another person to be his election agent. 

23. Appointment of polling agents.--- ( 1) A contesting candidate or his election 
agent may appoint one. agent and two relicf agents to act as polling agents 
of such candidate at each polling station . 

(2) Every such appointment shall be made in Form 6 and shall be made 
over to the polling agent for production at the polling station . 

( 3 ) No polling agent shall be admitted into the polling station unless he 
has delivered to the Presiding officer the instrument of his appointment under 
sub -rule (2 ) after duly completing and signing the declaration contained 
therein , in the presence of the presiding officer . 

( 4 ) Any revocation of the appointment of a polling agent shall be signed 
by the candidate or his election agent and shall operate from the date on which 
it is lodged with the presiding officer and in the event of such a revocation or 
of the death of a polling agent before the close of the poll, the candidate or his 
election agent, may appoint in the manner as laid down in sub-rule (2 ) another 
polling agent at any time before the poll is closed . 

24. Appointment of counting agents. - (1) A contesting candidate or his 
election agent may appoint one ormore persons, but not exceeding the number 
equal to the number of counting tables to be present as his counting agent or 
agents at the counting ofvotes, and when any such appointment is made notice 
of the appointment shall be given in Form 7 to the Returning Officer. 

(2 ) Any revocation of the appointment of a counting agent shall be 
signed by the candidate or his election agent and shall operate from the date on 
which it is lodged with the Returning Officer and in the event of such a revoca 
tion or of the death of a counting agent before the commencement of the 
counting of votes , the candidate or his election agent may appoint in the 
manner laid down in sub -rule (1) another counting agent at any time before 
counting of votes has commenced . 

25. Appointment of presiding and polling officers.- (1) If a poll has to be taken , 
the Returning officer shall appoint a presiding officer for each polling station 
and such polling officer or officers as he thinks necessary, from a list of officers 
furnished by the Collector of the district but he shall not appoint any person 
who has been employed by or on behalf of, or has otherwise been working 
for a candidate in or about the election nor any person who is an officer or 
other employee of the district council : 

Provided that if a polling officer is absent from the Polling Station the 
Presiding Officer may appoint a person who is present at the polling station , 
other than a person who has been employed by or on behalf of or has been 
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otherwise working for a candidate in or about the election or an officer or 
other employee of the district council, to be a polling officer during the absence 
of the former officer and inform the Returning Officer accordingly . 

(2 ) The Polling Officer shall , if so directed by the Presiding Officer , 
perform all or any of the functions of a Presiding Officer under the Act or any 
rules or orders made thereunder. 

(3) If the Presiding Officer, owing to illness or other unavoidable cause , 
is obliged to the absent himself from the polling station , his function shali 
be performed by such polling officer who shall be designated as the first 
Polling Officer, as have been previously authorised by the Returning 
Officer, to perform such functions during such absence . 

(4 ) References in these rules to the Presiding Officer shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires be deemed to include any person performing any 
function which he is authorised to perform under sub -rule (2 ) or sub-rule (3) 
as the case may be . 

26. Death of candidate before poll. - If a contesting candidate dies and report 
of his death is received before the commencement of the poll, the Returning 
Officer shall , upon being satisfied of the fact of the death of the candidate , 
countermand the poll, and election proceedings shall be started afresh in ali 
respects as if for a new election : 

Provided that no further nomination shall be necessary in the case of a 
person who was a contesting candidate at the time of the countermanding 
of the poll : 

Provided further that no person who has given a notice of withdrawal of 
his candidature under sub -rule (1) of rule 17 before the countermanding of 
the poll shall be ineligible for being nominated as a candidate for the election 
after such countermanding. 

27. Application for postal votes. - A voter on election duty who wishes to vote 
by post at an election shall send an application in Form 8 to the Returning 
Officer so as to reach him at least seven days or such shorter period as 
the Returning Officer may allow before the date of poll ; and if the Returning 
Officer is satisfied that the applicant is a voter on election duty he shall issue 
a postal ballot paper to him . 

28. Postal ballot papers.- (1) A postal ballot paper shall be in the same form 
and shall contain the same particulars as a ballot paper in Form 13 used at a 
polling station with the addition of the words Postal Ballot stamped on the 
back of the ballot paper . 

(2 ) The postal ballot paper shall be sent by post under certificate of 
posting to the elector together with 

(a ) a declaration in Form 9 ; 


11 


(b ) the instruction for guidance of the electors in Form 10 ; 
(c ) a cover in Form 11 ; 

(d ) a large cover addressed to the Returning Officer in Form 12 : 

Provided that the Returning Officer may deliver the ballot paper and 
forms, or cause them to be delivered, to such voter personally . 

(3) The Returning Officer shall at the same time 

(a ) record on the counterfoil of the ballot paper the electoral roll 
number of the elector as entered in the marked copy of the electoral roll; 

(b ) make a mark P. B. against the nameof the clector in the marked 
copy of the electoralroll to indicate that a ballot paper has been issued to him , 
without however recording therein the serial number of the ballot paper issued 
to that elector ; and 

(c ) ensure that the elector is not allowed to vote at a polling station . 

(4 ) Every officer, under whose care or through whom a postal ballot paper 
is sent, shall ensure its delivery to the addressee without delay . 

(5 ) The Returning Officer shall seal up in a packet the counterfoils of 
the ballot papers issued to electors entitled to vote by post and record on the 
packet a brief description of its contents and the date on which it was sealed . 

29. Recording of votes in postal ballot papers.- (1 ) An elector who has received 
a postal ballot paper and desires to vote shall record his vote on the ballot 
paper in accordance with the directions contained in part 1 of Form 10 and 
then enclose it in a cover in Form li . 

( 2 ) The elector shall sign the declaration in Form 9 in the presence of 
an officer competent to attest his signature and have the signature attested 
in accordance with the direction contained in Part II of Form 10 . 

(3 ) After the elector has recorded his vote and made his declaration under 
sub-rules (1) and (2 ), he shall return the ballot paper and declaration to the 
Returning Officer in accordance with the instructions contained in Part II 
of Form 10 so as to reach the Returning Officer before the hour fixed for the 
commencement of counting of votes in the particular division . 

(4 ) If any cover containing a postal ballot paper is received by the 
Returning Officer after the expiry of the time fixed in sub -rule (3 ), he shall 
note thereon the date and time of its receipt and shall keep all such covers 
together in a separate packet . 

(5 ) The Returning Officer shallkeep in safe custody untill the commence 
ment of the counting of votes all covers containing postal ballot papers 
received by him . 
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30. Reissue of postal ballot paper.- (1) When a postal ballot paper and other 
papers sent under rule 29 have been returned undelivered for any reason 
the Returning Officer may reissue them by post under certificate of posting 
or deliver them or cause them to be delivered to the elector personally on a 
request being made by him . 

(2 ) If any elector has inadvertently dealt with the postal ballot paper 
or any other papers sent to him under rule 28 in such a manner that they 
cannot conveniently be used , a second set of the papers shall be issued to him 
after he has returned the spoilt papers and satisfied the Returning Officer 
of the inadvertence . 

(3) The Returning Officer shall cancel the spoilt papers so returned and 
keep them in a separate packet after noting thereon the particulars of the 
election and serial numbers of the cancelled ballot papers. 

31. Arrangement at polling stations.- (1) Outside each polling station , 
there shall be displayed prominently 

(a ) a notice specifying the polling area , the electors of which are 
entitled to vote at the polling station , and when the polling area has more 
than one polling station the particulars of the electors so entitled ; and 

(b ) a copy of the list of contesting candidates. 

(2) At each polling station there shall be set up two or more voting com 
partments in which electors can record their votes screened from observation : 

( 3) The Returning Officer shall provide at each polling station a sufficient 
number of ballot boxes, copies of the relevant parts of the electoral roll, ballot 
papers, instruments for stamping the distinguishing mark on ballot papers and 
articles necessary for electors to mark the ballot papers. 

32. Admission to polling stations. — The Presiding Officer shall regulate the 
number of electors to be admitted at any one time inside the polling station and 
shall exclude therefrom all persons other than 

(a ) polling officers ; 
( b ) public servants on duty in connection with the clection ; 
(c) persons authorised by the Director of Elections; 
(d ) candidates, their election agents and subject to the provision of 

rule 23, one polling agent of each candidate ; 
( c ) a child in arms accompanying an elector ; 

a person accompanying a blind or infirm voter who cannotmove 

without help ; and 
(g ) such other person as the Returning Officer or the Presiding Office 

employed under sub -rule (2 ) of rule 35 or sub-rule (1) of rule 36 . 
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33. Ballot boxes used for the poll.- ( 1) Thc ballot box shall be constrictc:1 
in such a way that the ballot papers can be introduced therein butcannot be 
withdrawn therefrom without the box being unlocked . 

(2) Where a paper scal is used for securing a ballotbox, the Presiding 
Ollicer shall affix luis own signature on the paper scal and obtain thercon the 
signature of each of the polling agents present as are desirous of all ixing the 


sarne. 


( 3) The Presiding Officer shall thereafter fix the paper seal so signed in 
the space meant therefor in the ballot box and shall then secure and scal the 
box in such manner that the slit for the insertion of ballot paper therein to . 


remain open . 


(4 ) The seals used for securing a ballot box shall be all ixel in such 
manner that after the box has been closed it is not possible to open it without 
breaking the seals. 

(5 ) Where it is not necessary to use paper seals for securing the ballot 
boxes, the Presiding Officer shall secure and seal the ballot box in such manner 
that the slit for the insertion of ballot papers remains open and shall allow the 
polling agents presentto affix , if they so desire their seals. 

(6 ) Every ballot box used at a polling station shall bear labels, both 
inside and outside , marked with 

(a ) the serial number, if any, and name of the division ; 
(b ) the serial number and names of the polling station ; 
(c) the serial number of the ballot box (to be filled in at the end of 

the poll on the label outside the ballot box only) ; 
(d ) the date of poll. 

(7 ). Immediately before the commencement of the poll , the Presiding 
Officer shall demonstrate to the polling agents and other persons present 
that the ballot box is empty and bears the labels referred to in sub -rule (6 ). 

(8 ) The ballot box shall then be closed , sealed and sccured and placed 
in full view of the Presiding Officer and the polling agents. 

34. Form of ballot papers.- (1) Every ballot paper shall have a counterfoil 
attached thereto and the said ballot paper and the counterfoil shall be in 
Form 13 , and the particulars therein shall be in malayalam and in such other 
language as the Director of Elections may direct. The ballot papers shall 
be serially numbered . The number assigned to the ballot paper and counterfoil 
shall be the same. 

(2) The names of the candidates shall be arranged on the ballot paper 
in the same order in which they appear in the list of contesting candidates . 
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( 3) If two or more candidates bear the name they shall be distinguished 
by the addition of their occupation or residence or in some other manner . 

35. Facilities for women voters.- ( 1) Where a polling station is for both men 
and women electors, the Presiding Officermay direct that they shall be admitted 
into the polling station alternatively in separate batches. 

(2) The Returning Officer or the Presiding Officer may appoint a 
woman to serve as an attendant at any polling station to assist women electors 
and also to assist the Presiding Officer generally in taking the poll in respect of 
women electors, and in particular, to help in searching any woman elector in 
case it becomes necessary . 

36. Identification of electors.- (1) The Presiding Officer may employ at the 
polling station such persons as he thinks fit to help in the identification of the 
electors or to assist him otherwise in taking the poll. 

(2 ) As each elector enters the polling station , the Presiding Officer or 
the Polling Officer authorised by him in this behalf shall check the elector s 
name and other particulars with therelevant entry in the electoral roll and then 
call out the serial number, name and other particulars of the elector. 

(3) In deciding the right of a person to obtain a ballot paper the Presiding 
Officer or Polling Officer, as the case may be, shall overlook merely clerical or 
printing errors in an entry in the electoral roll, if he is satisfied that such 
person is identical with the elector to whom such entry relates. 

37. Challenging of identity.- (1) Any polling agentmay challenge the identity 
of a person claiming to be a particular elector by first depositing a sum of 
rupees two in cash with the Presiding Officer for each such challenge. 

(2 ) On such deposit being made, the Presiding Officer, shall 

(a ) warn the person challenged of the penalty for personation ; 

(b ) read the relevant entry in the electoral roll in full and ask him 
whether he is the person referred to in that entry ; 

(c ) enter his nameand address in the list of challenged votes in Form 
14 ; and 

(d ) require him to affix his signature in that list. 

( 3) The Presiding Officer shall thereafter hold a summary inquiry into 
the challenge and may for that purpose 

require the challenger to adduce evidence in proof of the challenge 
and the person challenged, to adduce evidence of proof of his identity ; 

(b ) putto the person challenged any question necessary for the purpose 
of establishing his identity and require him to answer them on oath ; and 
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(c) administer an oath to the person challenged and any other 
person offering to give evidence . 

(4 ) If, after the inquiry, the Presiding Officer considers that the challenge 
has not been established , he shall allow the person challenged to vote ; and if 
he considers that the challenge has been established he shall debar the person 
challenged from voting. 

(5 ) If the Presiding Officer is of opinion that the challenge is frivolous 
or has not been made in good faith , he shall direct that the deposit made under 
sub-rule (1 ) be forfeited to Government and in any other case, he shall return 
it to the challenger at the conclusion of the inquiry. 

33. Safeguards against personation .- (1) Every elector about whose identity 
the Presiding Officer or the Polling Officer, as the case may be, is satisfied 
shall allow his left forefinger to be inspected by the Presiding Officer or the 
Polling Officer and a mark to be put on it . 

(2 ) If any elector refuses to allow his left forefinger to be inspected 
or marked in accordance with sub-rule (1) or has already such a mark on his 
left forefinger or does any act with a view to removing the mark , he shall not 
be supplied with any ballot paper or allowed to vote. 

(3) Any reference in this rule to the left forefinger of an elector shall 
in the case where the elector has his left forefinger missing be construed as a 
reference to any other finger of his left hand ; and shall in the case where ali 
the fingers of his left hand are missing, be construed as a reference to the fore 
finger or any other finger of his right hand and shall in the case where all 
his fingers of both the hands are missing be construed as a reference to such 
extremity of his left or right arms as he possesses . 

39. Issue of ballot papers to the electors.---(1) Every ballot paper before it 
is issued to an elector and the counterfoil attached thereto shall be stamped 
on the back with such distinguishing mark as the Director of Elections may 
direct and every ballot paper before it is issued , shall be signed in full on its 
back by the Presiding Officer . 

( 2) At the time of issuing a ballot paper an elector, the Polling Officer 
shall 

(a ) record on its counterfoil the electoral roll number of the elector, 
as entered in themarked copy of the electoral roll ; 

(b ) obtain the signature or thumb impression of that elector on the 
said counterfoil; 

(c ) underline the entry relating to the elector in the marked copy 
of the electoral roll to indicate that a ballot paper has been issued to him , 
without however recording therein the serial number of the ballot paper issued 
to that clector; and 
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(d ) put a tick mark on the left hand side of the entry in the marked 
copy of the electoral roll in the case of woman voter . 

(4 ) No person in the polling station shall note down the serial number 
of the ballot paper issued to particular electors. 

40 Procedure of voting.- ( 1) The elector on receiving the ballot paper shall 
.forthwith 

(a ) proceed to one of the voting compartments ; 

(b ) then make a mark on the ballot paper on the facing side where 
the names and symbols of the candidate are imprinted with the instrument 
supplied for the purpose on or near, the symbols of the candidate for whom 
he intends to vote ; 

(c) fold the ballot paper so as to conceal his vote ; . 

(d ) if required , show to the Presiding Officer the distinguishing mark 
on the ballot paper ; 

(e) insert the folded ballot paper into the ballot box ; and 

(1) quit the polling station . 
(2 ) Every elector shall vote without undue delay . 

(3) No elector shall be allowed to enter a voting compartment when 
another elector is inside it. 

(4 ) If an elector to whom a ballot paper has been issued , refuses, after 
warning given by the Presiding Officer, to observe the procedure as laid down 
in sub -rule (1), the ballot paper issued to him shall, whether he has recorded 
his vote therein or not, be taken back from him by the Presiding Officer or a 
Polling Officer under the direction of the Presiding Officer. 

(5 ) After the ballot paper has been taken back , the Presiding Officer 
shall record on its back the words " cancelled : voting procedure violated " 
and put his signature below these words. 

(6 ) All the ballot papers, on which the words “ Cancelled : voting 
procedure violated ” are recorded , shall be kept in a separate cover which 
shall bear on its face the words " Ballot paper : voting procedure violated” . 

(7) Without prejudice to any other penalty to which an elector , 
from whom a ballot paper has been taken back under sub -rule (4 ) may be 
liable the vote if any, recorded on such ballot paper shall not be counted . 
41. Recording of votes of blind or infirm electors. 

(1 ) If the Presiding Officer is satisfied that owing to blindness or 
other physical infirmity an elector is unable to recognise the symbols on the 
ballot paper or to make a mark thereon without assistance, the Presiding Officer 
shall permit the elector to take with him a companion of not less than eighteen 
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years of age to the voting compartment for recording the vote on the 
ballot paper on his behalf and in accordance with his wishes, and , if necessary , 
for folding the ballot paper so as to concealhis vote and inserting it into the 
ballot box : 

Provided that no person shall be permitted to act as the companion of 
more than one elector at any polling station on the same day : 

Provided further that before any person is permitted to act as the compa 
nion of an elector on any day under this rule, the person shall be required to 
declare that he will keep secret the vote recorded by him on behalf of the 
elector and that he has not already acted as a companion of any other elector at 
any polling station on that day . 

(2) The Presiding Officer shall keep a record of all such instances in 
Form 15 . 


42. Spoilt and returned ballot papers.- ( 1) An elector who has inadvertently 
dealt with his ballot paper in such manner that it cannot be conveniently used 
as a ballot paper may on returning it to the Presiding Officer and on satisfying 
him of the inadvertence, be given another ballot paper , and the ballot paper 
so returned and the counterfoil of such ballot paper shall be marked " Spoilt: 
cancelled ” by the Presiding Officer. 

(2) If an elector after obtaining a ballot paper decides not to use it, he 
shall return it to the Presiding Officer, and the ballot paper so returned and the 
counterfoil of such ballot paper shall be marked as " Returned : cancelled " 
by the Presiding Officer , 

*** (3 ) *All ballot papers cancelled under sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (2) shall 
be kept in a separate packet. 

43. Tendered votes.- (1) If a person representing himself to be a particular 
elector applies for a ballot paper after another person has already voted as 
such elector, he shall, on satisfactorily answering such questions relating to his 
identity as the Presiding Officer may ask , be entitled , subject to the following 
provisions of this rule, to mark a ballot paper (hereinafter in these rules referred 
to as " tendered ballot paper" in the same manner as any other elector. 

(2 ) Every such person shall, before being supplied with a tendered ballot 
paper, sign his name against the entry relating him in a list in Form 16 . 

(3) A tendered ballot paper shall be same as the other ballot paper used 
at the polling station except that 

(a ) such tendered ballot paper shall be serially the last in the bundle of 
ballot papers issued for use at the polling station ; and 

(b ) such tendered ballot paper and its counterfoil shall be endorsed 
on the back with the words " tendered ballot paper" by the Presiding Officer 
in his own hand and signed by him . 
33/2449/MC. 
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(4). The elector, after marking the tendered ballot paper in the voting 
compartment and folding it, shall, instead of putting it into the ballot box, give 
it to the Presiding Officer, who shall place it in a cover specially kept for the 
purpose. 

44. . Closing of poll.- (1) The Presiding Officer shall close a polling station 
at the hour fixed in that behalf under rule 10 and shall not thereafter admit 
any elector into the polling station : 

Provided that all electors present at the polling station before it is closed 
shall be given necessary identity slips by the Presiding Officer and they shall 
be allowed to cast their votes 

... 
(2) If any question arises whether an elector was present at the polling 
station before it was closed , it shall be decided by the Presiding Officer and 
his decision shall be final. 


45. Sealing of ballot boxes after poll.- ( 1) As soon as practicable after the 
closing of the poll, the Presiding Officer shall close the slit of the ballot box 
and where the box does not contain any mechanical device for closing the slit 
-he shall seal up the slit and also allow any polling agent present to affix his seal. 

(2) The ballot box shall thereafter be sealed and secured . 

(3 ) Where it becomes necessary to use a second ballot box by reason of 
the first ballot box getting full, the first box shall be closed , sealed and secured as 
provided in sub -rules (1) and (2 ) before another ballot box is put into use. 

46. Account of ballot papers.- (1) The Presiding Officers shall at the close 
of the poll prepare a ballot paper account in Form 17 and enclose it in a separate 
cover with the words " Ballot paper Account” superscribed thereon . 

(2 ) The Presiding Officer shall furnish , to every polling agent present at 
the close of the poll a true copy of the entriesmade in theballot paper account 
after obtaining a receipt from the said polling agent therefor and shall also 
attest it as a true copy . 

47. Sealing of other packets.- ( ) The Presiding Officer shall then make into 
separate packets 

(a ) the marked copy of the electoral roll; 
(b) the counterfoils of the used ballot papers ; 

(c) the ballot papers signed in full by the Presiding Officer under sub 
rule (1) ofrule 39 but not issued to voters; 

ány other ballot papers not issued to voters ; 

(e) the ballot papers cancelled for violation of voting procedure under 
rule 40 . 

(f) any other cancelled ballot papers; 
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(g ) the cover containing the tendered ballot papers and the list in 
Form 16 ; 

(h ) the list of challenged votes "; and 

(i) any other papers directed by the Director of Elections or Returning 
Officer to be kept in a sealed packct. 

(2 ) Each such packet shall be sealed with the scals of the Presiding 
Officer and with the seal either of the candidates or of his election agent or of his 
polling agent who may be present at the polling station and may desire to 
affix his seals thereon . 
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48. Transmission of ballot boxes etc., to the Returning Officer.- ( 1) The Presiding 
Officer shall then deliver or cause to be delivered to the Returning Officer 
at such places as the Returning Officer may direct 

( a ) the ballot boxes, 
(b ) the ballot paper account, 
(c) the sealed packets referred to in rule 47 and 

(d ) all other papers used at the poll. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall make adequate arrangements for the 
safe transport of all ballot boxes, packets and other papers and for their safe 
custody until the commencement of the counting of votes. 

49. Adjournmentof poll in emergencies.- (1) If at an election the proceedings 
at any polling station provided under rule 10 are interrupted or obstructed by 
any riot or open violence, or if at an election it is not possible to take the poll at 
any polling station on account of any natural calamity , or any other sufficient 
cause, the Presiding Officer for such polling station shall announce an adjourn 
ment of the poll to a date to be notified later, and shall forthwith inform the 
Returning Officer concerned . 

(2 ) Whenever a poll is adjourned under sub-rule ( 1) the Returning 
Officer shall immediately report the circumstances to the Director of Elections, 
and shall as soon as may be, with the previous approval of the Director of 
Elections appointthe day on which the poll shall recommence and fix the polling 
station at which and the hours during which , the poll will be taken , and shall 
not count the votes cast at such election until such adjourned poll shall have 
been completed . 

50. Fresh poll in the case of destruction etc., of ballot boxes.- (1) If at any 
election , any ballot box used at a polling station is unlawfully taken out of the 
custody of the Presiding Officer or the Returning Officer, or in any way tam 
pered with , or is accidently or intentionally destroyed , lost or damaged , and 
the Returning Officer is satisfied that in consequence thereof the result of the 
poll at that Polling Station cannot be ascertained, he shall 

(a ) declare the polling at that polling station to be void ; 
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and 


(b ) report the matter forthwith to the Director of Elections; 
(c) with the previous approval of the Director of Elections appoint a 

day , and fix the hours for taking a fresh poll at the polling station ; 
(d) notify the day, so appointed and the hours so fixed by him in such 

manner as the Director of Elections may direct. 
(2) The provision of these rules or orders made thereunder shall apply to 
every fresh poll as they apply to an original poll. 

51. Procedure on adjournment of poll.- ( 1) If the poll at any polling station 
is adjourned under rule 49 the provisions of rules 45 and 48 shall, as far as 
practicable,apply as if the poll was closed at the hour fixed in that behalf under 
rule 10 . 

(2 ) When an adjourned poll is recommenced under sub -rule (2 ) of rule 
49, the electors who have already voted at the poll so adjourned shall not be 
allowed to vote again . 

(3) The Returning Officer shall provide the Presiding Officer of the 
Polling Station which such adjourned poll is held , with the sealed packet 
containing the marked copy of the electoral roll and a new ballot box . 

(4) The Presiding Officer shall open the sealed packet in the presence 
of the polling agents present and use the marked copy of the electoral roll 
for recording the serial numbers of the ballot papers issued to electors at 
the adjourned poll. 

(5) The provisions of rules 31 and 48 shall apply in relation to the 
conduct of an adjourned poll as they apply in relation to the poll before it was 
so adjourned . 

52. Counting of votes. - The Returning Officer shall commence the counting 
of votes on the date and at the time and place appointed for the purpose 
under rule 10 . 


53. Admission to the place fixed for counting.- (1) The Returning Officer 
shall exclude from the place fixed for counting of votes all persons except 

(a ) persons whom hemay appoint to assist him in the counting ; 
(b ) persons authorised by the Director of Elections; 
(c) public servants on duty in connection with the elections; and 

(d ) candidate, their election agents and counting agents. 

(2 ) No person who has been employed by or on behalf of, or has been 
otherwise working for a candidate in or about the election shall be appointed 
under clause (a ) of sub -rule ( 1) . 
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(3) The Returning Officer shall decide which counting agent or agents 
shall watch the counting table or group of counting tables . 

(4) Any person , who during the counting of votes misconducts himself 
or fails to obey the lawful direction of the Returning Officer may be removed 
from the place where the votes are being counted by the Returning Officer 
or by any public officer on duty or by any person authorised in this behalf by 
the Returning Officer . 

54. Scrutiny and opening of ballot boxes.- (1) The Returning Officer may 
have the ballot boxes used at more than one polling station opened and their 
contents counted simultaneously . 

(2) Before any ballot box is opened at a counting table, the counting 
agents present at that table shall be allowed to inspect the paper seal or such 
other seal as might have been affixed thereon and to satisfy themselves that 
it is intact. 

(3 ) The Returning Officer shall satisfy himself that none of the ballot 
boxes has in fact been tampered with . 

(4 ) If the Returning officer is satisfied that any ballot box has in fact 
been tampered with , he shall not count the ballot papers contained in that 
box and shall follow the procedure laid down in rule 50 , in respect of that 
polling station . 

55. Scrutiny and rejection of ballot papers.- (1) The ballot papers taken 
out of each ballot box shall be arranged in convenient bundles and scruti 
nised . 

(2 ) The Returning Officer shall reject a ballot paper 

(a ) if it bears any mark or writing by which the elector can be identi 
fied ; or 

(b ) if no vote is recorded thereon ; or 
(c ) if votes are given on it in favour of more than one candidate ; or 

(d ) if the mark indicating the vote thereon is placed in such manner 
as to make it doubtful to which candidate the vote has been given ; or 

(e) if it is a spurious ballot paper ; or 

(f) if it is so damaged or mutilated that its identity as a genuine 
ballot paper cannot be established ; or 

(g ) if its bears a serial number, or is of a design, different from the 
serial numbers, or as the case may be, design , of the ballot papers authorised 
for use at the particular polling station ; or 

(h ) if it does not bear the mark which it should have borne under 
the provision of sub-rule (1) of rule 39 ; or 


. 
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(i) if the marking of the vote on the ballot paper is not in accordance 
with the provisions in clause (b ) of sub -rule (1) of rule 40 : 

Provided that where the Returning Officer is satisfied that any such 
defect as is mentioned in clause (g) or clause (h ) has been caused by any 
mistake or failure on the part of a Presiding Officer or Polling Officer 
the ballot paper shall not be rejected merely on the ground of such defect : 

Provided further that a ballot paper shall not be rejected merely on the 
ground that the mark indicating the vote is indistinct or made more than 
once, if the intention that the vote shall be for a particular candidate clearly 
appears from the way the paper is marked . 

(3 ) Before rejecting any ballot paper under sub -rule (2), the Returning 
Officer shall allow each counting agent present, a reasonable opportunity 
to inspect the ballot paper but shall not be allowed to handle it or any other 
ballot 

paper . 
(4 ) The Returning Officer shall record on every ballot paper which he 
rejects, the letter and the grounds of rejection in abbreviated form either in 
his own hand or by means of a rubber stamp.. 

(5) All ballot papers rejected under this rule shall be bundled together. 

56. Counting of votes.- ( 1) Every ballot paper or as the case may be 
every vote which is not rejected under rule 55 shall be counted as one valid 
vote : 


Provided that no cover containing tendered ballot papers shall be opened 
and ng 

such paper shall be counted . 
(2) After the counting of all ballot papers contained in all the ballot 
boxes used at a polling station has been completed the Returning Officer 
shall make the entries in a result sheet in Form 18 and announce the parti 
culars. 

(3) The valid ballot papers shall thereafter be bundled together candi 
date-wise and kept along with the bundle of rejected ballot papers in a separate 
packetwhich shall be sealed and on which shall be recorded the following 
particulars, namely : 

( a ) name of the district council; 
(b ) name of the division ; 

(c) particulars of the polling station where the ballot papers have 
been used ; and 

(d ) the date of counting. 
57. Counting to be continuous. The Returning Officer shall as far as practi 
cable proceed continuously with the counting and shall, during any interval 
when the counting has to be suspended , keep the ballot papers, packets and all 
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other papers relating to the election sealed with his own seal and the scals of 
such candidates or election agents as may desire to affix their seals and take 
sufficient precaution for their safe custody during such intervals. 

58. Recommencement of counting after fresh poll.- (1) If a fresh poll is held 
under rule 50, the Returning Officer shall, after completion of that poll, 
recommence the counting of votes on that date and at the time and place 
which have been fixed by him in that behalf and of which notice has been 
previously given to the candidates and their election agents. 

(2) The provisions of rules 55 and 56 shall apply so far as may be to such 
counting . 

59. Scrutiny and counting of postal ballot papers.- (1) After the counting of 
ballot papers found in ballot boxes has been completed the Returning Officer 
shall deal with the postal ballot papers in the manner hereinafter provided . 

(2). No cover in Form 12 received by the Returning Officer after the 
expiry of the time fixed in that behalf shall be opened and no vote contained 
in any such cover shall be counted . 

(3 ) The other covers shall be opened one after another and as each 
cover is opened the Returning Officer shall first scrutinise the declaration in 
Form 9 contained therein . 

(4 ) If the said declaration is not found or has not been duly signed and 
attested , or is otherwise substantially defective, or if the serial number of the 
• ballot paper as entered in it differs from the serial number endorsed 

on the cover in Form 11, that cover shall not be opened , and after making 
an appropriate endorsement thereon , the Returning Officer shall reject the 
ballot paper therein contained . 

(5 ) Each cover so endorsed and the declaration received with it shall 
be replaced in the cover in Form 12 and all such covers in Form 12 shall be 
kept in a separate packet which shall be sealed and on which shall be 
recorded the name of the District Council, the name of the division , the date 
of counting and a brief description of its contents. 

(6 ) The Returning Officer shall, then place all the declarations in Form 
9 which he has found to be in order in a separate packet which shall be sealed 
before any cover in Form 11 is opened and on which shall be recorded the 
particulars referred to in sub-rule (5). 
.. (7 ) The covers in Form 11 not already dealt with under the foregoing 
provisions of the rule shall then be opened one after another and the Returning 
Officer shall scrutinise each ballot paper and decide the validity of the 
vote recorded thereon . 

(8) A postal ballot paper shall be rejected. 

(a ) if no vote is recorded thereon ; or 
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(b ) if votes are given on it in favour ofmore than one candidate ; or 
(c) if it is a spurious ballot paper; or 
(d ) if it is so damaged or mutilated that its identity as a genuine 

ballot paper cannot be established ; or 
( e) if its is not returned in the cover sent along with it to the elector 

by the Returning Officer. 
(9) A vote recorded as a postal ballot paper shall be rejected if the 
mark indicating the vote is placed on the ballot papers in such manner as to 
make it doubtful to which candidate the vote has been given . 

(10 ) A vote recorded on a postal ballot paper shall not be rejected 
merely on the ground that the mark indicating the vote is indistinct or made 
more than once, if the intention that the vote shall be for a particular 
candidate clearly appears from the way the paper is marked . 

to 
( 11) The Returning Officer shall count all the valid votes given by 
postal ballot in favour of each candidate, record the total thereof in the result 
sheet in Form 18 and announce the same. 

( 12 ) Thereafter all the valid ballot papers and all the rejected ballot 
papers shall be separately bundled and kept together in a packet which shall 
be sealed and on which shall be recorded the name of the district council, 
the name of the division the date of counting and a brief description of its con 
tents . 


60. Recount of votes.- (1) After the completion of the counting , the 
Returning Officer shall record in the result sheet in Form 18 the total number of 
votes polled by each candidate and announce the same. 

(2 ) After such announcement has been made, a candidate , or in his 
absence, his election agentmay apply in writing to the Returning Officer 
for a recount of all or any of the ballot papers already counted stating the 
grounds on which he damands the recount. 

( 3) On such an application being made, the Returning Officer shall 
decide the matter and may allow the application in whole or in part or may 
reject it in toto if it appears to him to be frivolous or unreasonable . 

(4 ) Every decision of the Returning Officer under sub -rule (3) shall be 
in writing and contain the reasons therefor. 

(5 ) If the Returning Officer decides under sub -rule (3) to allow an 
application either in whole or in part, he shall 

(a ) count the ballot paper again in accordance with his decision ; 
(b ) amend the result sheet in Form 18 to the extent necessary after 

such recount; or 
(c ) announce the amendments so made by him . 
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(6 ) After the total number of votes polled by cach candidate has 
been announced under sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (5 ), the Returning Officer 
shall complete and sign the result sheet in Form 18 and no application for a 
recount shall be entertained thereafter : 


Provided that no step under this sub -rule shall be taken on the comple 
tion of the counting until the candidates and election agents present at the 
completion thereof have been given a reasonable opportunity to exercise the 
right referred by sub rule (2 ) 


61. Declaration of result of election . - When the counting of votes has been 
completed the Returning Officer shall forthwith complete the entries in Form 
18 and shall subject to the provision in rule 62 declare the candidate to 
whom the largest number of valid votes has been given , to be elected . 


62. Drawing of lots in case of equality of votes. If there is an equality of 

tes between any two or more candidates, the Returning Officer shall 
after notice to the candidates or their authorised agents, if present, decide 
by drawing lots in such manner as hemay dcem fit which of the candidate 
he shall declare to have been elected . 

63. Grant of copy or extract of result sheet. — Any candidate or his agent 
shall, on application, be permitted to take a copy or an extract from the 
Return in Form 18 . 


64. Publication of election results. — The name of the candidate duly elected 
shall be forwarded to the Director of Elections without delay by the Returning 
Officer . The name of the elected candidate shall also be published on the 
notice board Bf the district council and of the local governments concerned 
in the divisions. On receipt of the report, the Director of Elections shall 
notify in the Gvernment Gazette the name or names of the successful candidate 
or candidates. 


65. Disposal of ballot papers.-- The Returning Officer shall forward 
to the authority Ispecified by the Director of Elections in this hebalf 
the packets of ballot papers whether counted , rejected or tendered , the 
marked copies of the electoral rolls, all election records and cash , if any, 
on account of forfeited deposits . The forfeited deposit shall be accounted 
remitted / sent by the Returning Officer in accordance with the 
instructions issued by the Director of Elections in this behalf . Such autho 
rity shall retain in the sealed packets and other similar packets which are in his 
custody for a year from the date of declaration of results . The packets shall 
not be opened and their contents shall bot be inspected or produced except 
under the orders of a competent court. The authority aforesaid shall cause 
them to be destroyed after one year from the date of declaration of the result, 
unless otherwise ordered by a competent court.

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66. Government, Director of Elections or Collector to give special or general direc 
tion . - The Government or the Director of Elections or the Collector with the 
approval of the Director of Elections may issue such general or 
special directions as may, in their or his opinion , be necessary for the purpose 
of giving due effect to the conduct of election under these rules. 

67. Government to be referred for the interpretation of rules.- (1) If any question 
arises as to the interpretation of these rules other than in connection with an 
inquiry held under the rules for the decision of disputes as to the validity 
of an election , the question shall be referred to the Government whose decision 
shall be final. 

(2 ) Pending the decision of the Government on any such reference made 
to them or the issue of final orders on any inquiry which the Government 
may institute upon receipt of information that an election is being or about 
to be held in contravention of the rules it shall be lawful for Government or 
the Director of Elections to direct the stay of the election proceedings at any 
stage thereof prior to the declaration of the results . Any election held or con 
tinued in contravention of the orders under this rule shall be void and no 
effect whatsoever . 

(3 ) Unless it is otherwise ordered by the Government or the Director 
of Elections, election proceedings stayed under this rule, shall on vacation of 
the stay order, proceed from the stage at which they were stayed , on fresh 
dates to be fixed . 


68. Director of Elections to issue instructions for the effective carrying out of 
elections.-- Consistent with the provisions of these rules, the Director of Elections 
may issue instructions and take such action as is necessary for effectively 
carrying out the provisions of these rules.
